Decorative Art in America.

Mr. Oscar Wilde may have indulged in 
overmuch romancing about the importance 
of art, but his recent estimate of what com- 
monly passes for decorative art in America 
was entirely within the lines of fact. He 
was quite nehtin pronouncing some West- 
ern miners better dressed tuyan some Exustern 
dandies, for the miner’s dress generally suits 
his figure and his business, whereas the 
dandy often looks like a perambulating ex- 
hibitor of the wares of tailor, jeweler and 
the vender of gents’ furnishing goods. Our 
houses, also, are rather less pleasing to the 
eye than an equal number of Indian 
lodges, for the latter generally differ from 
one another, whereas the American is gener- 
ally satisfied when be can find some other 
man’s design after whick he can build his 
own house. In New York, Brooklyn or 
Philadelphia there are more houses that look 
alike than can be found in ali of Huogiand, 
France or Germany. Decoration, with the 
mass of our people who expend a great deal 
of thought and money on some _ things, 
means about as much as it does to our abor- 
igines. ‘he rapturous maiden atitches flaa- 
nel sunflowers on the corners of her piano 
cover for the same reason that the Indian 
brave adorns his horrid front with tin black- 
ing box covers—it is fur show, and nothiug 
more. The ceramic craze has prompted 
many families to buy sets of table erogkery 
that are not thick, white and heavy; but, in- 
stead of using them for the gratifica‘ion of 
their eyesight, they hide them away in 
closets except when there is company 
in the house. Occasionally a broad rug or a 
sightly sofa is purchased, but pot for the 
family. They go into the parior, while those 
who own them sit on shabby chairs in a room 
covered with partly worn carpets aad stare 
at walls bare of pictures and either staring 
white or with atint that contrasts painfully 
with everything else in sight. The facuity of 
decoration ia so closeiy akin to the inveniive 
genius with which Americais fuil that men 
and women who cau originate labor-saving 
devices should be able to make their homes 
look attractive, even if their resources are so 
limited that they cxn only display what they 
own and such things a3 they can pick up 
without cost. Uuvforiunateiy, however, all 
decoration has receatiy been dubbed “‘art,’’ 
and artis a word at the sound of which the 
public seems to think proper to tremble. I? 
afew moments were spent every day by hus- 
bands and wives in stu‘diying house, ground, 
furniture acd dress, to learn what was lack- 
iug, we couid nolouger be justly reproached 
for lack of the decorative sense. 


The Rat-Catcher

Beating a Philanthropist 
From the New York World. 

Mr. Adolph Beinbaum, Superintendent of 
the Hebrew Enunigrant Aid Society, No. 15 
State street, Was yesterday mobbed and badly 
beaten by a number of the Russian Jewish 
refugees who arrived last Suturday by the 
steamer Persian Monarch. There were 
seventy-eight in all by that steamer, of whom 
about half were sent to a branch institution 
of the Aid Society at Flatbush, L. I., the rest 
were cared for here. They were given their 
meals daily at No. 138 West Broadway. Some 
of them slept in Castle Garden, others in 
lodging-houses in the neighvorhood. On Tues- 
day Mr. Beinbaum told them that he intended 
sending to Vineland, N. J., where a colony is 
about to be established by the society. 
Through some negiect the emigrants went 
withoutas much supper as they wanted cn 
Tuesdav evening. Upon the arrival of Mr. 
Beinbaum at his office yesterday morning he 
found a crowd of the hungry refugees await- 
ing him. They at once attacked him, and had 
it not been for the assistance of a cabman, 
Alexander Allen, and others who came tothe 
rescue, he would probably have been killed. 
Officers were at once summoned who arrest- 
ed the ringleaders, eight in number. Thev 
were takentothe Tombs. At the request of 
the directors of the society, who were not 
ready with witnesses, the prisoners were re- 
manded. The trial will be held this morning 
at 9:30. Mr. Beinbaum was seriously injured 
on the knee and sustained severe bruises about 
the body. After assaulting Mr. Beinbaum, 
the rioters broke into the office and soon 
emptied @ barrel of crackers. The Assisstant 
Superintendent of the society said tbat these 
refugees pleaded the utmost poverty when 
they landed, but it was afterwards found that 
each of them had sufficient money for pres- 


ent needs. 


The Short Voyage to Eurepe. 
From the Toronto Globe, May 10. 

The scheme for constructing a railway 
across Newfoundiand as a link in a system of 
ewift transportation between New York and 
Europe has been indorsed by the Assembly of 
that Proyince. By making the Ocean voyage 
as short as possibie, selecting points on the 
east coast of Newfouncland and the west of 
Ireland, and thus reducing the voyage to 
1,700 miles—and establishing connection with 
fast express trains on both sides of the At- 
lantic—itis proposed to effect a saving of 
time between Londonand New York amount- 
ing to forty-eight hours. Tne Syndicate 
intend to do things on a large scale, em- 
ploving ten steamships for the ocean 
traffic, and anticipate & monopoly 
of mail carrying and conveying two 
hundred thousand passengers aonually. In 
order to secure the advantages accruing from 
the diversion of this traffic from its present 
channels to the Newfoundland route, the 
Government have been lavish in their conces- 


sions to the enterprise. They have granted 
five thousand aures of selected land for every 


the twenty-four hours; and 4 rat-cateher the | 


mile of railroad constructed, with a complete 
monopoly for forty-five years, and immunity 
from taxation on all railway material during 
that time. An annuai subsidy or the indorse- 
ment of bonds to the extent of $3,000,000 is 
alsv in contemplation and wiil depend on the 
verdict of the electors in the contest which 
takes place in the fall. In fact, the island 
has been placed at the disposal of the Syndi- 
cate almost as completely as the Northwest 
bee om handed over to the Canadian 
acific. 


Siberia Overrun With Mice.

After all, the Czar is not to have it all his 
own way in Asia. While a dull world has 
been imagining that the English Government 
was taking no steps to preven, that consum- 
mation, the whole Russian edi- 
fice is, itappears, oa the point of collapse. 
With an amount of astu'eness that does him 
every credit, Lord Ripon has kept silent on 
the matter, but the Calcutta Englishman at 
last lets the cat—or rather the mice—out of 
the bag. These are England’s allies inthe 
grand work of staying the course of Russian 
aggression. Afghan help might be treacher- 
ous, not to meniion its costliness; Persian aid 
does not count for much; the Chinese would 
probably not appear in the field until & 
few years after the struggle had 
terminated. As for the ‘Turcomans, 
what bribe have we to offer 
those predacious people compared to that 
blissful looting of India which Rus-ia cou'd 
dangie before their eves? An alty had plainiv 
to be looked for in some new quarter, and, 
almost without the looking, this kind friend 
has already appeared. Our Calcutta contem- 
porary reports that countless myriads of 
iudian mice have made their way to Sou'h- 
eastern Siberia, plunderiag granaries and de- 
stroying crops wherever they go. On they 
march, relentless, remorseless, throug. 
Fergana, through Semiretchausk, and right 
up to the shores of Lake Baikasch.

The Bernays Marder.

Leon Peltzer, alias Heary Vaughan, 
who bas for some weeks beenin custody at 
Brussels on suspicion of being the chief actor 
in the mysterious murder of M. Bernays, has 
at length made ful confession of his crime. 
Berpays, it will be remembered, having left 
his home at Antwerp one morning for brus- 
sels ou business, vanished inexplicably from 
human ken until, nearly a fortnight later, 
his corpse was discovered in an uninhabited 
house, situate in a quiet street of the Belgian 
capital, reclining in an armchair behind a 
talle covered with maps and prospectuses. 
Peltzer states that, having shot M. Bernays 
dead, he fled from Brussels to Antwerp, 
where he btreke into bis victim’s house 
by night, stole all the valuables 
be could lay bands on and _ restored 
the legal documents which Bernays had 
brought with bim on his death-j»urney to 
their place in the deceased’s desk. He also 
purloined a suit of the murdered lawyer's 
clothes, which—having ascertained by tele- 
graphircom his brother and an accomplice 
that the murder hid not been discovered—‘e 
conveye ito Beussels. There he re-entered 
the house in which the corpse was lying and 
proceeaed to substi.ute the stolen garments 
for the bloodstained raiment wora by Ber- 
nays at the time of the assassinution. In or- 
derts do this, the body having stiffened dur- 
ing the interim, Peltzer ‘‘found himself com- 
pelied” to break both its arms. Haviug thus 
effected a cnanyve of clothing he fina:ly ad- 
justed the corvse in the position it occ ipied 
when the Brussels po.ice discovered it, and 
quitted the house, leaving the gas burning in 
the cbumber of death.

“LOVE AND LAW.” 


Murderer Kring’s Forthcoming Book on 
Missvuri Justice Nearly Completed. 


‘‘Love and Law; or, Missouri’s Fraud,’’ 
which is the title of the book that Charles F. 
Kring has been writing, is at last completed 
and the contract for the publication of the 
book was to-day awarded to a well-known 
publishing house of this city. Kring intends to 
isfue a German as well as an English edition ot 
the book, and he is now busy working on the 
German ecition. 

It will take some time to prepare the Ger- 
inman edition, and as Kring intends to issue 
both editions simultaneously the book wil! not 
be putinthe market betore the first of July. 
Tne book will contain about 300 pages, and 
will be divided into two parts, the first part 
being devoted entirely to Kring’s early history, 
his acquaintance with his victim, and all the 


faci relating to the unfortunate 
tragedy. The second half will be 
devoted to his numerous trials, 


the law bearings of the case, criticism of all 
parties concerned in his prosecution, winding 
up with a philosophical presentation of the 


| merits of the case. Arather novel feature of 


the book is a chapter devoted to an imaginary 
indictment against the courts of Missouri be 
fore a mythical court in which the political 


| situation of the dav is touched upon in lega! 


and poetical phraseology. The indictment is 
illustrated by two wood cuts, one ot which is 
the Fates, represented by three mysterious 
f-imule figures, one holding the distaff, one 
spinning and the third cutting the thread. Tne 
other cut represents the Goddess of Justice 
standing in an erect position blindfolded, with 
a pair of scules in her hand, in one of which 
lies ascroll with ‘‘Law and Justice’’ written 
Onit, andin the other is a scroll inscrived 
‘*Missourt Courts.’’ The latter is 
found wanting in weight, and the 
judgment of the mythical court Against 
Missouri Justice is written underneath iu He- 
brew: **‘Mene, Mene, Tekel, Upharsin.’’ Uon- 
siderable space is devoted to that part of the 
hisiory which has reference to his plea of 
murder in tiie second degree,or,as Kring styles 
it, ‘‘Missouri’s Frand.’’ Aiter giving in de. 
tail all the Various attempts of the prosecuting 
attorneys toinduce bim to enter a piea of 
guilty of murder in the second degree, and in 
order to establish his statement 
that the agreemeut was made to give hima 
ten years’ sentence in the Penitentiary, the 
book will contain autographical letteis coi- 


sonages to prove that Kring, as far as regards 
the conditions of eiutering a plea of guilty, has

contain excelleat wood engravingsof Dora 
Broemser and Kring. The cut of the 
former has already been prepared and Kring 
wii, in all probability obtain permission this 
week to visit a prominent photographer for 
toe purpose of having his picture taken. 
iring has received a number ot inguiries re 
garding advertising space in the book, and, 
aithough he wus adverse to having the book 
contain any advertisements, he has 
arrived at the conciusion that the 
income from that source wili enabie 
him to put thef{price offthe book at a lower fiz- 
ure tuan he originally intended. Kring is 
lookivg better than he has at any time since 
his incarceration aud feels contident that the 
Supreme Court of the United § States 
wiil rectify the blunders and wis 
takes of the judiciary of Missouri. 
He contends that if there had not been merit 
in his case Justice Miller would not have 
granted the appeaj to the Supreme Court, and 
with the assistance of Senator Edinunds and 
Roscoe Conkling, who will argue his case, he 
expects toregain his liberty and walk forth 
with his pockets well filled with the ‘‘almighty 
doliar’’ if his book proves a success.

- BLUE GRASS. 


A Visit to the Home of the Horse—The 
Lexington Races—High-Priced Ani- 
mals. 

Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 
LEXINGTON, Ky., May 11, 1882.—This big 

town or little city—I hardly know which to 

call it—is only seventeen hours’ run from St. 

Louis, mostly over the fine, smooth track of 

the Ohio and Mississippi Railroad, and yet it 

differs as much as Central Germany from the 

Future Great. By the way, I would like to 

discourse a little of the Future. Ken- 

tucky is mostly agricultural and altogether 
rural. The German sparrow has not yet 
driven out the lark and the robin, nor has 
the ubiquitous German, or Irish, or even the 
universal Yankee, made any great inroad on 


the backwoods aboriginals. Most of the in-. 


habitants were born and expect to die where 
they now live. Few of them could better 
their condition by moving, and none of them 


could find a lovelier spot. 

This is the home of the Horse. On a 
rising plateau, a little out of town, is 
an oblong circle just one miie around. Oa it 
Lexington, Asteroid, Parole and Iroquois 
tirst contested for the prize,and made the 
place as famous throughout the United States 
and Europe as any of the battletieids of the 
war. Clay, Crittenden, Wickliffe and Prentiss 
are not more renowned or more admired by 
Kentuckians than those celebrated horses. 
Whether blood will tell in man or not, it cer- 
tainly does in the horse, and the progeny of the 
one is av likely as the children of the other to 
preserve the ancestral name and fame high 
above the common herd. There is some- 
thingin the little hills of Johannisberg 
which produce better grapes and 
finer wines than any other spot in Europe, 
and there is something in the soil, water and 
products of this region which gives to its 
horses that bone, sinew, endurance and met- 
tle which have plucked the biue rivbon 
from Arabia and England, and rank the 
Kentucky thorougabred without a rival on 
ihe turf, 

The races are now going on and the town is 
well filled: but the crowd is altogether ditf- 
ferent from that at Cote Brilliante. They are 
all horsemen, and very many of them old 
men. There is not much dissipation, buta 
vreat dea! of small betting. Each man seems 
to know all about every horse entered’, and 
the crowd is constantly, and sometimes ex- 
cited!y ,discussing the *“*p’ints” of each horse. 
[ attended the races yesterday. There 
vere no wild - entries. Each horse 
was 80 nearly matched in speed 
with the others that they went around the 
track **bunched” except in one instance. Lucy 
May for the first half mile was so far behind 
that anoutsider would have considered her 
as outo? the race. But the crowd under- 
stood it, ber backers velied out that she was 
‘held in’? and sure enough she gradually 
closed the long gap, mingled with the flying 
mass,and on the home-stretch passed her 
companions and won the race. 

There 1s no cruelty ina horse race. The 
thoroughbred is as fond of the contest and 
ceneraliy as littie injured by it as its owner. 
lt is more like the Olympian games than the 
viadiatorial battle or the Spanish bull-fight. 
To the great cities itis an amusement, per- 
haps a dissipation; but to Kentucky 
it is bread and butter, and _ therefore 
they are regarded more in a_ business 
light here than with us. It was curious to 
consider that the race I had just witnessed 
would be instantiv telegraphed to al! parts of 
this country and to many places in Europe. 
There are more people at the hote! here now 
from London, Canada, New York and all the 
Eastern cities than there are from St. Louis. 

[ visited the stables of Col. Withers. Its 
hall is over 100 feet long, and I judge forty 
feet high. Itis ceiled all around with oiled 
hard wood of ajl colors, and ornamented with 
the finest stained glass in its windows. His 
horses are sold in New York, Boston, Buffalo 
and all the great cities of this country; in 
Canada, England, France and Germany, and 
evenin Ausirajia. No prince in Europe lives 
better, and few of them as well ashe. He 
breeds ali the horses he sells, and nobie ones 
they are. Anyone under $1,000 in valae is 
considered as rather an off anima!, and ite 
value is rated at about what 1t will bring. 
The business 1s divided into speciaiti-s: 
one deais in racers only; another in trotters 
oniy; another in saddie horses only, and soon. 

As a general rule, however, the stable 
buildings are nut so fine here as they are in 
the Nort. ‘The Kentuckian cares less for 
the size and outside appearance of his house 
than he does for the manuers and culture of 
the lady jewels within it; and he is less con- 
eerned avout the excellence of the fence that 
surrounds his pasture tban he is about the 
evmmetry and beauty of the animals that 
vraze upon it. Hedoes not sleep with his 
horse like the Arab, but its food, attendance 
and shelter is the object of his constani solici- 
tude andeare. Each man swears (and many 
of them really believe) that his borse is the 
finest in tne State. [ was iooking for a 
gaddie-horse. One man showed me a splen- 
did tay, and swore it was the very best 


ear S| 


|saddie-horse by all odds in the State, and 


worth every cent of $1,000, Which was the 
modest price he asked for it. On the very 
next square another man insisted on the same 


samesum. You may think this is high, but 
the wealth of the world is in this market to 
buy the best at any price. The market is 
drained even at these figures. I have seen 
great nuiubers of fine horses for saie, and not 
one was over five years old. All! the others 
had been solid. 

Alternation is rest, and it is refreshing to 
go where grain, provisions, Irie, Pacifics and 
dry goods are unheard of, where 
ope hears nothing but “horse and short- 
porns’’ during all the livelong day; 
where one is lutled to sleep by cow-beils in 
the distanee, and dreaming of beautiful ani- 
mais is awakened by the littl American 
songaters in the early morning, and gazing 
out sees miles and miles of yentie Jawns dot- 
ted with suverb clusters of great trees, cov- 
eced with flocks peacefully grazing in the 
etitering fields, Where every man has, and 
enjoys,the Spartan’s dinner—*‘a good appetite 
and something toeat’’—where men know each 
other, are content with hfe and do not fear to 
die.

Sale of Oleomargerine can be Regu- 
lated by the Authorities. 


The Court of Appeals Lays Down the 
Law—The Addington Test Case. 


The Court of Appeals, in an opinion by 
Judie Thompson to-day, affirms the judgment 
of the Court of Criminal Correction inthe Ad- 
dington oleomargerine or suine butter case. It 
will be remembered that Mr. Addington 
was found guilty of selling the oleaginous sub- 
stance in imitation of the pure dairy product, 
and was fined $25. Judge Thompson delivers 
himself of an exhaustive review of the subject 
covering 38 folios and quoting numerous au- 
thorities. The court says: 

The Police power of a state can Only be ex- 
exercised with reference to some subject ap- 
parently connected with the public welfare. 
The limits of its exercise are in a very large 
measure in the sound discretion of the Legis- 
lature. It cannot be exercised capriciously, 
however. 


Quarantine laws, inspection laws, laws regu- 
lating the storage of gunpowder, the use of 
steam boilers, the cariying of firearms, the 
suppression of gambling and bawdy houses 
and the sale of intoxicating drin«s are the l- 
lustrations of thie power and within the same 
category falllaws prohibiting and punishing 

THE ADULTERATION OF ARTICLES 
of food and drink. It may be said that no laws 
more ‘nearly touch’ the pubiic welfare than 
those. Wedo not concede that there fact that 

scieptifiCc men may pronounce a mannfacture 1 
article intended forhuman tooc to be whole- 
some and harmless, renders it incompetent for 
the Legislature to prohibit the manufacture 
and sale of thearticle. Laws, in order to be 
wholesome, must not only comform to 
the real needs of the people, 
but must also respect their tastes, 
prejudices and even their superstitions. If an 
article of food is of such a character that few 
persons will eat it, knowingits real character; 
if at the same time it is of such a nature that it 
can be imposed upon the pubiic as an article 
of food in common use, against which there 
is no prejudice, and ifthere is ground for be- 
lieving that the only way to prevent the public 
from being defrauded into the purchase of the 
counterfeit article, for the genuine is to pro- 
hibit its sale and manufacture, we think such 
probibition may stand as a reasonable police 
regulation.

prohibiting its aale or mannfacture. The 
Supreme Court of the United States has held 
that ‘‘ifthe public safety or morals require 
the discontinuance of inv manufactory or 
traffic, the hand of the Legislature cannot be 
stayed from providing tor its discontinuance 
by any incidental inconvenience which indi- 
viduals or corporations may suffer. The judg- 
ment of the lower court is affirmed.

The March grand jury returnea 442 indict- 
ments against men charged with establishing 
lottery, among whom were Warren F Mce- 
Chesney, R. C. Pate, Henry Lehndorf, Her- 
man Bruner and John Gordan. Against all 
but the Jast named nearly sixty indictments 
were found. The capiases issued, but «ere 
not served on account of the legal difficulty 
about taking bonds. [In ‘the meantime 
McChesney discovered that his reputation 
was damaged, and accordingty instituted suit 
against Mr. Meivilie C. Libby, foreman of the 
grand jury. Ostensibly as a result of this and 
to ascertain What evidence was against him, 
depositions were taken, during whicu 
Lehndorf deposed that he was

of the lottery companies Known as Pate’s and 
the American Races and McUhesney was nut 
interested in them. Herman Bruner said he 
did not know that McChesney was 
interested, and thought be would know if 

McChesney was part proprietor. In the light 
of these sworn statements it is rather difficult 
to surmise what c-uld be the testimony on 
which the 240 indictments, 60 of which fell 
to McChesney’s lot, could be based. It was 
supposed that this settled it, and if the State 
should call Lehndorrf, Braner or 
Watson as witnesses, their testimony could 
only benefit the defense. This proposition 
from a legal standpoint is faise. The fact 
that aman swears to a certain state of facts 
ina depusition when the facts do not bear 
directiy and materially on the subject of 
the suit does not legally preclude him 
from afterwards swearing to adirectly oppo- 
site state of facts, as a false affidavit before a 
notary On a point not material in a pending 
c:use is neither perjury nor a corrupt volun- 
tary oath and does not come within the of- 
fenses which might lay the parity so acting 
oven to criminai prosecution. 

The actions of the Circuit Attorney are jeal- 
ously kept secret, so that the defendants wil! 
not be able to checkmate the moves, The 
lotteryjmen have pursued asimilar policy. 
Lehnuorf’s acknowledgment under oath that 
be is and was the sole proprietor of the races 
is the most astonishing «develop- 
ment, and apparently amounts to a 
plea of guilty to the charge when arraigned 
at the bur of the court. Just how to explain 
this remarkable admission is what is now 
bothering the officials’ minds and no further 
explanation is volunteered by the defendants, 
who are willing to jet the matter go for its 
face, value.
